CROWD OF 2000 
AT THE AUDITORIUM 
TO SEE COOLIDGES 


Only 6,600 Are Able to 
Get In to Worship 
With President. 


CAPITAL THRONGED 
BY 150,000 VISITORS 


Fashion, Especially Called 
Out by Balmy Weather. 


Aided by perhaps 150,000 visitors 
from all over the nation, Washington 
yesterday took advantage of the bright- 
est day of the year to celebrate Easter 
with a fashion pageant in the out-of- 
doors. 

The greatest throng that has yet 
crowded the doors of the Washington 
auditorium turned out for the Easter 
services of the First Congregational 
church, the President’s church, at- 
tendei by President and Mrs. Coolidge, 
at the auditorium yesterday morning. 

It was estimated that the President 
and first lady attracted to the services 
a crowd of 20,000 persons, most of them 
out-of-town visitors who were taking 
advantage of their first opportunity to 
see a President of the United States. 

Besides this great throng, who were 
there to satisfy a desire which all 
people living at a distance from Wash- 
ington cherish, a great many delegates 
to the convention of the Daughters of 
the American Revolution, held here an- 
nually, and just now assembling, were 
present. 

Crowd Surrounds Auditorium. 


There have been few scenes in the 
recent history of W2snington like it. 
The auditorium, which accomodates at 
capacity 6,600 persons, was crowded 
to its entrance doors, while on the 
outside the crowd lined the sidewalk 
to the curb, and those not able to 
find a place on the auditorium side of 
tre street lined the opposite side of the 
street, several persons deep. This con- 
dition maintained nearly the distance 
around the auditorium. 

The small squad of policemen at 
the auditorium strove heroically to 
keep the crowd in order, but their com- 
mands were frequently disobeyed. 

Admittance to the services was by 
ticket.

Wife and Son, With American 
Nurse, Taken Captives 
by Bandits. 


COMMUNISTS ARE RAIDED 


Shanghai, April 17 (By the Associat- 
ed Press).—The Rev. Morris Slichter, 
of Toronto, Canada, and his 8-year- 
old daughter have been murdered by 
Chinese bandits near Yunnanfu, in one 
of the wildest parts of China. The 
tragedy occurred while a party of mis- 
sionaries was trying to make its way 
to a railroad and safety on the coast. 

Mrs. Slichter, wife of the missionary, 
her, five-year-old son, John, and Miss 
Mary I. Craig, an American nurse 
whose home is in Philadelphia, were 
taken captives by the bandits, and ex- 
treme fears are held for their safety. 

The murdered missionary, his family 
and the others in the party were at- 
tached to the China inland mission at 
Anshunfu. A report that there were 
others in the party has not been con-. 
firmed, but is likely to prove true since 
the seven adults composing the mis- 
sion staff probably would travel to- 
gether. Dr. D. V. Rees, is a2 member 
of the mission reported to have been 
with Mr. Slichter’s party.

week ago.

New York, N. Y., April 17.—The let- 
ter of Charles C. Marshall, New York 
lawyer and member of the Anglican 
church, to which Gov. Smith now 
makes answer, appeared in the April 
issue of the Atlantic Monthly, under 
the title: “An Open Letter to the Hon. 
Alfred E. Smith.” After setting forth 
the pride the American people take in 
the progress of Gov. Smith from hum- 
ble origin to the highest office of’ his 
State and in the record of his. public 
trusts successfully and honestly dis- 
charged, Mr, Marshall's letter said: 

“Through all this tribute there is a 
note of doubt, a sinister accent of in- 
terrogation, not as to intentional recti- 
tude and moral purpose, but as to cer- 
tain conceptions which your fellow 
citizens attribute to you as a loyal and 
conscientious Roman Catholic, which 
in their minds are irreconcilable with 
that Constitution which as. President 
you must suppoft and defend, and 
with the principles of civil and re- 
ligtous Itberty on which American in- 
stitutions are based!” 


Alleges Open Conflict. 


Mr. Marshall then pointed out that 
the Catholic. Church: recently at Chi- 
cago, in the greatest religious demon- 
stration the world has ever seen, de- 
clared her presence and power in Ameri-. 
can life. Returning to the “concep- 
tions,” which, in the opinion of Mr. 
Marshall, Gov. Smith's fellow citizens 
regard as “irreconcilable with the Con- 
stitution,” he continued: 

“These conceptions have been recog- 
nized. before by Roman Catholics as a 
potential obstacle to their participation 
in public office, Pope Leo XIII himself 
declaring, in one of his encyclical let- 
ters, that ‘it may in some places he 
true that for most urgent and just 
reasons, it is by no means expedient 
for (Roman) Catholics to engage in 
public affairs or to take an active part 
in politics.’ 

“Tt is indeed true that a loyal and 
conscientious Roman Catholic could 
and would discharge his oath of office 
with absolute. fidelity to his moral 
standards. As to that in general, and 
as to you in particular, your fellow 
citizens entertain no doubt. But those 
moral standards differ essentially from 
the moral standards of all men not 
Roman Catholics. They are derived 
from the basic political doctrine of the 
Roman Catholic Church, asserted 
against repeated challenges for 1,500 
years, that God has divided all power 
over men between the secular state and 
that church.

$250,000 IN FAKE. NOTES 


St. Louis, April 17 (By A. P.).—Gov- 
ernment secret service agents at Mur- 
physboro, Ill., today captured John H. 
Mayes, 35 years old, world war vet- 
eran and alleged leader of a counters 
feiting ring, who, it is charged, has 
made and distributed more than $250,- 
000 in spurious money. ; 

Mayes was run to earth after a chase 
that lasted a year and led to Mexico 
and back to Illinois. Two secret serv- 
ice operatives working under Stephen 
A. Connell, Federal secret service agent 
in charge of the St. Louis district, ar- 
rested Mayes with the tools of a count- 
erfeiter all about him in a small frame 
house in Murphysboro. 

Behind the alleged counterfeiter 
stood his wife and three small chil- 
dren and a modern printing press on 
which the money was made. The plate 
from which the money was printed was 
found in the press. 

Its product was said by Connell to 
have been accepted many times by lead- 


ing banks fn New York City, St. Louis, 


Chicago, Detroit and southern Illinois. 
Experts on counterfeit money were said 
by Connell to have been deceived many 
times by.the spurious notes made by 
Mayes. . 

Mayes, who shot himself through the 
foot while home on a furlough, and has 
received compensation through the 
United States veterans’ 
trained as an engraver by the bureau, 
Connell said. 

“He was sent to a school at Effing- 
ham, Ill., to study photoengraving as 
vocational training,” Connell said 
“There he learned his trade so well 
that he makes United States notes so 
well that the most wary bankers were 
deceived.”

RANGE TO $200,000 


Captured by Bootleggers in 
Revenge for Refusing, to 
Buy, Is Theory. 


Chicago, April 17 (By A. P.).— 

Wealthy cafe and night club operators 
once sought by liquor racketeers, “as 
their first-class customers,” are now 
the victims of a scheme modeled on 
Moroccan brigand methods—that of 
kidnaping the valuable customer and 
holding him for ransom because he no 
longer dares jeopardize his club %r 
cafe by illegal handling of liquor. 
* This system, expounded tonight by 
Michael Grady, deputy chief of detec- 
tives, is believed to be the cause of the 
kidnaping last Wednesday of Jake 
Adler and Frank Galello, owners of the 
Midnight Frolics, and their chauffeur, 
known as “Tony the Wop.” Reports 
today were that the three men were 
held for ransom, varying from $10,000 
a head, to $200,000 for the trio. With 
no formal complaints from the men’s 
families, the police still lack a definite 
clew after a fruitless 56-hour search 
throughout the city and throughout its 
environs. 


Siezed Near Club. 


Adler, Galello, and the chauffeur 
were siezed after they left the Mid- 
night Frolics, near Twenty-second and 
State street, on the fringe of the negro 
district. and adjacent to Chinatown. 
Their absence was not reported until 
Friday. Neither relatives nor friends 
have received personal communications 
from them. 

Telephone messages to friends ani 
relatives, however, assuring safety of 
the men, have been reported to police, 
yet nothing definite has been learned. 
That the men may be in persona] 
danger is believed by relatives who 
fear to lend aid to the police, Detec- 
tive Grady says. 

The Frolics, recently prosecuted, un- 
der an “observation” injunction, has 
not sold any liquors for months. Police 
believe that the refusal to handle any 
liquors may have caused the “racke- 
teers” to embark in the new game of 
kidnaping to replenish their bankrolls. 
Reports that “Tony the Wop” had been 
released by the captors and ordered to 
return to the night Hfe district to 
spread the word of the kidnaping 
reached the police, but. they had not 
heard of nor seén him. 


Waits, But Gets No Word. 


Ralph Gallett, also an owner of the 
Frolics, was given telephone instruc- 
tions Friday by an unidentified voice 
to visit a certain street corner and re- 
main there for word of his business 
associates. He kept the appointment, 
waiting three hours without results. 

The two owners, with the chauffeur, 
had completed a check of the night 
receipts shortly before they were taken, 
but the funds were reported to have 
been left in the Frolics safe. 

Police entertained the idea that pos- 
sibly the men would be returned to- 
morrow after banking hours. This 
theory led to the belief that the de- 
mands for ransom would run as high 
as $200,060.

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SHIP SLIGHTLY DAMAGED 


Hackensack, N. J., April 17 (By A. 
P.).—Three noted American airmen to- 
night were recovering from injuries 
received in an airplane crash that, 
temporarily at least, has disrupted 
their plans to make a nonstop flight 
across the Atlantic next month. About 
5 miles away from the Hackensack hos- 
pital, where they were confined, thelr 
giant Fokkef monoplane, the America, 
also was receiving professional atten- 
tion at the Teterboro airport. 

The injured airmen are Commander 
Richard E. Byrd and Pilot Floyd Ben- 
nett, north pole fliers, and Lieut. George 
O. Noville, who was to have ac- 
companied them on their transatlantic 
hop as alternate pilot and radio opera- 
tor. Their plane, piloted’ by its de- 
signer, Anthony H, G. Fokker, crashed 
at Teterboro airport late yesterday 
afternoon on its first test flight. Fokker 
was uninjured. 


Commander Byrd, whose left wrist 
was broken, left the Hackensack hos- 
pital tonight and joined his wife in 
New York. Lieut. Noville, Dr. R. P, 
Sullivan said, was “doing much better 
today.” He received contusions of the 
right hip joint and leg and was suffer- 
ing from shock last night. Dr. Sulli- 
van said he had “pretty well recovered 
from the shock,” but would be confined 
to the hopsital for a week or more. 

Bennett, the most seriously injured 
of the three, suffered severe shock. His 
right thigh was broken, his lower lip 
and chin were badly cut, and he re- 
ceived cuts on the head and body. Dr. 
Sullivan said that at present he had 
no fears about Bennett's recovery. Ben- 
nett, he said, is worried about his wife 
who is seriously ill in Brooklyn. 

No decision has been reacred as to 
continying with plans for the trans- 
atlantic flight, officials said, but if 
the flight is attempted, it will be made 
in the America. Fokker said after 
the mishap last night that the plane 
could be reconditioned in three or fqur 
days. : 

The accident occurred after he giant 
monoplane had landed and was speed- 
ing along the ground at about 40 miles 
am hour. It struck a soft spot of 
ground, tilted suddenly on its nose and 
turned over on its back.

this tribute there is a note of doubt, 
sinister accent of interrogation, not 
to intentional rectitude and moral 
purpose, but as to certain conceptions 
which your fellow citizens attribute to 
you as a loyal and conscientious Roman 
Catholic, which in their minds are ir- 
reconcilable with that Constitution 
which as President you must support 
and defend, and with the principles of 


civil and religious liberty on which 


American institutions are based. 

To this consideration no word of 
yours, or on your behalf, has yet been 
addressed. Its discussion in the in- 
terests of the public weal is obviously 


' mecessary, and yet a strange reticence 


avoids it, often with the unjust and 
withering attribution of bigotry or 
prejudice as the unworthy motive of 
its introduction. Undoubtedly a large 
part of the public would gladly avoid 
aisubject the discussion of which is 60 
unhappily associated with rancor and 
malevolence, and yet,{o avoid the sub- 
ject is to neglect the profoundest 
interests in our national welfare, 


American life has developed into a 
variety of religious beliefs and ethical 
religious and nonreligious, 
Whose claims press more and more upon 
public attention. None of these presents 
@ more definite philosophy or makes a 
more positive demand upon the at- 
tention and reason of mankind than 
your venerable church, which recently 
at Chicago, in the greatest religious 
demonstration that the world has ever 
seen, declared her presence and her 
power in American life. Is not the 
time ripe and the occasion opportune 
for a declaration, if it cam be made, 
that shall clear away all doubt as to 
the reconcilability of her status and her 
claims with American constitutional 
principles? With such a statement the 
only question as to your proud eligi- 
bility to the presidential office would 
disappear, and the doubts of your fel- 
low citizens not of the Roman Catholic 
Church would be instantly resolved in 
your favor. 

The conceptions to which we refer 
‘are not superficial. They are of the 
very life and being of that church, 
determining its status and its relation 
to the state and to the great massvs 
of men whose convictions deny them 
the privilege of membership in that 
church. Surely the more conscientious 
the Roman Catholic, and the more loyal 
to his church, the more sincere and 
unqualified should be his acceptance of 
such conceptions. 

These conceptions have been recog- 
nized before by Roman Catholics as a 
potential obstacle to their participation 
in public office, Pope Leo XIII himself 
deciaring, in one of his encyclical let- 
ters, that “it may in some places be 
true that for most urgent and just rea- 
sons it is by no means expedient for 
(Roman) Catholics to engage tn pub- 
lic affairs or to take an active part in 
politics.” 

It is indeed true that a loyal and 
conscientious Roman Catholic could

vith absolute fidelity to his moral stand- 
ards. As to that in general, and as 
to you in particular, your fellow citi- 
gens entertain no doubt. But those 
moral standards differ essentially from 
the moral standards of all men not 
Roman Catholics. They are derived 
from the basic political doctrine of 
the Roman Catholic Curch, asserted 
against repeated challenges for 1,500 
years, that God has divided all power 
over men between the secular state and 
that church. Thus Pope Leo XIII, in 
1885, in his encyclical letter on “The 
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EOPLE do not-

That great compendium of Roman 
Catholic teaching, the Catholic Ency- 


tolerance, not alone as her incontestable 
right, but as her sacred duty.” It is 
obvious that such convictions leave 
nothing in theory of the religious and 
moral rights of those who are not Ro- 
man Catholics. And, indeed, that is 
Roman Catholic teaching and the in- 
evitable deduction from Roman Cath- 
olic claims, if we use the word “rights 
strictly. Other churches, other religious 
societies, are tolerated in the state, not 
by right, but by favor. 

Pope Leo XIII is explicit on this 
point; “The (Roman Catholic) Church, 
indeed, deems it unlawful to place the 
various forms of divine worship on the 
same footing as the true religion, but 
does not, on that account, condemn 
those rulers who, for the sake of secur-~- 
ing some great good or of hindering 
some great evil, allow patiently custom 
or usage to be a kind of sanction for 
each kind of religion having its place 
in the State.” 

That is, there is not a lawful equality 
of other religions with that of the 
Roman Catholic Church, but that 
church will alow state authorities for 
politic reasons—that is, by favor, but 
not by right—to tolerate other religious 
societies. We would ask, sir, whether 
such favors can be accepted in place of 
rights by those owning the name of 
freemen? 

Il. 


Furthermore, the doctrine of the two 
powers, in effect and theory, inevitably 
makes the Roman Catholic Church at 
times sovereign and paramount over 
the state. It is true that in theory the 
doctrine assigns to the secular state 
jurisdiction over secular matters and to 
the Roman Catholic Church jurisdiction 
over matters of faith and morals, each 
jurisdiction being exclusive of the other 
within undisputed lines. But the unl- 
versal experience of mankind has dem- 
onstrated, and reason teaches, that many 
questions must arise between the state 
and the Roman Catholic Church in re- 
spect to which it is impossible to deter- 
mine to the satisfaction of both in 
which jurisdiction the matter at issue 
lies. 

Here arises the irrepressible conflict. 
Shall the state or the Roman Catholic 
Church determine? The Constitution 
of the United States clearly ordains that 
the state shall determine the question. 
The Roman Catholic Church demands 
for itself the sole right to determine it, 
and holds that within the limits of that 
ciaim it is superior to and supremé over 
the state. The Catholic Encyclopedi 
clearly so declares: “In case of direct 
contradiction, making it impossible for 
both jurisdictions to be exercised, the 
jurisdiction of the Church prevails and 
that of the state is excluded.” And Pope 
Pius IX, in the syllabus asserted: “To 
say in the case of conflicting laws en- 
acted by the two powers, the civil law 
prevails, is error.” 

Extreme as such a conclusion may 

appear, it is inevitable in Roman 
Catholic philosophy—that Church by 
the very theory of her existence can 
not yield, because what she claims as 
her right and her truth she claims is 
hers by the “direct act of God”; in her 
theory, God himself directly forbids. 
The state can not yield because of a 
great mass of citizens who are not 
Roman Catholics. By its constitutional 
law and in the nature of things, prac- 
tices of religion in its opinion incon- 
sistent with its peace and safety are 
‘unlawful; the law of its being—the 
law of necessity—forbids. If we could 
all concede the “divine and exclusive” 
claims of the Roman Catholic Church, 
conflict would be eliminated; but, as 
‘it is, there is a wide consensus of 
| Opinion that those claims are false in 
fact and in flat conflict with the very 
being and order of the state. 

In our eonstitutional order this 
consensus is bulwarked on the doctrine 
of the Supreme Court of the Untted 
States that our religious liberty and 
our constitutional guaranties thereof 
are subject to the supreme qualifica- 
tion that religious “practices inconsis- 
tent with the peace and safety of the 
state shall not be justified.” (Watson v. 
Jones 13 Wall. p. 579). 

The Roman Catholic Church, of 
_course, makes no claim, and never has 
|made any claim, to jufisdiction over 
‘matters that in her opinion are solely 
‘secular and civil. She makes the claim 

obviously only when the matter in 
| question is not, in her opinion, solely 
secular and civil. But as determina- 
tion of jurisdiction, in a conflict with 
_the state, rests solely in her sovereign 
discretion, no argument is needed to 
Show that she may in theory and ef- 
fect annihilate the rights of all who 
are not Roman Catholics, sweeping 
'into the jurisdiction of a single re- 
|ligious society the most important 
interests of human well-being. 

The education of youth, the institu- 
tion of marriage, the international re- 
lations of the state, and its domestic 
peace, we shall proceed to show, are 
in ‘certain exigencies wrested from the 
jurisdiction of the state, in which all 
citizens share, and confided to the ju- 
risdiction of a single religious society 
in which all citizens can not share, 
great numbers being excluded by the 
barriers of religious belief. Do you, 
sir, regard such claims as tolerable in 
@ republic that calls itself free? 

And in addition to all this, the ex- 
clusive powers of the Roman Catholic 
Church are claimed by her to be vested 
in and exercised. by a sovereignty that 
is not Only created therefor by the spe- 
cial act of God, but is foreign and ex- 
traterritorial to these United States and 
to all secular states. This sovereignty, 
by the highest Roman Catholic au- 
thority, that of Pope Leo XIII, is not 
only superior in theory to the sovereign- 
ty of the secular state, but is substi- 
tuted upon earth in place of the au- 
thority of God himself. 

We quote Pope Leo in his encyclical 
letter on “The Christian Gonstitution 
of States:” “Over the mighty multi- 
tude of mankind, God has set rulers 
with power to govern, and He has willed 
that one of them (the Pope) should be 
the head of them all.” We quote Pope 
Leo in his encyclical letter on “The 
Reunion of Christendom:” “We who 
hold upon this earth the place of God 
Almighty.” — 

It follows naturally on all this that 
there is a conflict between authorita- 
tive Roman Catholic claims on the one 
side and our constitutional law and 
principles on-the other. Pope Leo XIII 
says: “It is not lawful’ for the state, 
any more than for the individual, 
either to disregard all religious duties 
or to hold in equal favor different 
kinds of religion.” But the Constitu- 
tion of the United States deolares 
otherwise: “Congress shall make no 
law respecting an establishment of re-

Clearly the Supreme 
Court and Pope Leo are profoundly at 
variance. Is it not obvious that such 
a difference of opinion, concerning the 
fundamental rights between two sov- 
ereignties operating within the same 
territory, may, even with the best in- 
tentions and the most sensitive con- 
sciences, be fruitful of political offenses 
that are odious among men? 

Citizens who waver in your support 
would ask whether, as a Roman Cath- 
olic, you accept as authoritative the 
teaching of the Roman Catholic 
Church that in case of contradiction, 
making it impossible for the jurisdic- 
tion of that church and the jurisdic- 
tion of the state to agree, the jurisdic- 
tion of the church shall prevail; 
whether as statesman you accept the 
teaching of the Supreme Court of the 
United States that, in matters of re- 
ligious ‘practices, which in the opinion 
of the state are inconsistent with its 
peace and safety, the jurisdiction of 
the state shall prevail; and, if you ac- 
cept both teachings, how you will 
reconcile them.

Nothing can be clearer to the Amer-

Similar 
reports were made by directing officials 
of the upper and lower Yazoo levee 
districts in Mississippi, extending 
through six counties southward from 
the Tennessee-Mississippi line. 

New Orleans, April 17 (By A. P.).— 
An’ exodus of residents of Lauderdale, 
seven miles below Donaldsonville on the 
Mississippi river, was reported today by 
the telephone operator there. 

No break was feared, the operator 
said, unless a high wind should come 
up, but the lashing waves of the past 
several days have worn the levees thin 
in places. About 1,500 persons were 
called into service, sandbagging the 
levees at points and reinforcing weak 
spots with earth. The water still is 
oo three feet from the top of the 
evee, 


Red Cross Holds Meeting 
To Plan Help for Refugees 


(By the Associated Press.) 


A special meeting of Red Cross of- 
ficlals was called at national ghead- 
quarters here last night to prepare for 
any emergency which may arise out 
of increasingly alarming reports from 
areas in the southern Mississippi river 
valley. 

The meeting was called after the 
organization had received reports of 
additional levees breaking in the 
Arkansas river and of especially dis- 
tressing conditions in and around 
Marion county, Ark. The Red Cross 
said more than 24,000 persons had been 
reported to it as in need_of assistance, 
William M. Baxter, organization official 
at St. Louis, reporting 15,200 refugees 
in Illinois, Missouri and Arkansas alone. 

Henry M. Baker, national disaster re- 
lief director, has been detailed to leave 
Washington immediately for the flood 
area to make an extensive survey of 
conditions, and Miss Pauline Marshall, 
active in the Fjorida hurricane, has 
been ordered to Natchez, Miss., to aid 
T. R. Buchanan, who reported the situa- 
tion in Mississippi as very serious.

commission of that sovereignty. The 
parties took up their residence within 
the sovereignty of England. Twenty- 
five years after the marriage, and after 
the birth of two children, the wife, dis- 
regarding the remedy of annulment 
that existed in the law cf England and 
in the law of New York, as well as in 
the Roman Catholic Church (and, if 
she were entitled to it at all, could have 
been had for the asking in either juris- 
diction), sued the husband for divorce 
in the English courts, on the grounds 
of his gross misconduct. ‘The divorce 
was granted. After the divorce both par- 
ties contracted civil marriages with new 
partners, religious marriages being dif- 
ficult for them for obvious reasons. The 
wife’s second marriage was contracted 
with a Roman Catholic. An annul- 
ment of the first marriage became 
manifestly desirable. 


In the courts of New York and of 
England, several mattegs barred the 
way. New York had solemnized the 
contract under the due.and usual safe- 
guards as to the freedom of the con- 
tracting parties, and; in her sovereign 
right, recognized the contract as valid. 
England, at the request of the wife, had 
recognized the New York contract as 
valid and had taken jurisdiction over 
it so as to base the civil decree of 
divorce upon it. The parties for 25 
years had proceeded in a course of life 
based on the assumption that the mar- 
riage was valid, and the wife, by her 
own election under the advice of able 
counsel, had waived all claim to an- 
nulment and had sought divorce. In 
the jurisprudence of every civilized 
country the wife was estopped from 
claiming annulment, by her own acts, 
by the lapse of time, and by the con- 
clusive presumptions of secular law 
established in the interest of social 
morality and the sanctity of contracts. 
But the wife applied to the Roman 
Catholic authorities, who granted the 
annulment upon the theory that. she 
had been under fear and duress at 
the time of the marriage 31 years be- 
| fore, and had not known in all that 
time that such fear, if is existed, estab- 
| lished her right in the Roman Catholic 
court to an annulment. Disregarding 
facts in the case which might reflect 
upon the ingenuousness of the ecclesi- 
astical court of the sacred rota of Rome, 
we would point solely to the fact that 
in the proceeding before that court 
the sovereignties of New York State and 
of England, and all that they had done 
in the matter, were ignored. The evi- 
dence at the time on the record of the 
English court, and conclusively against 
the claims of the wife, was not even 
produced. The decree was granted on 
an ex parte hearing, on the testimony 
| of interested witnesses only. It would 
| be difficult .to find a more utter dis- 
regard of the sovereignty of states than 
this by the sovereignty of Rome, touch- 
ing that comity which, in good morals 
and public decency, is supposed to exist 
between sovereign powers. 


In your opinion, sir, are such pro- 
ceedings consistent with the peace and 
safety of states? 


V. 


The Mexican situation has brought 
the claims of the Roman Catholic 
Church into great prominence in this 
country. It is inevitably linked with 
issues that will concern the executive 
office at Washington for the next term. 
We have been very fully advised of the 
claims of the church in the matter 
through the official opinion of that 
eminent jurist and Roman Catholic, 
Mr. William D. Guthrie, of the Ameri- 
can bar, prepared at the request of 
the Roman Catholic hierarchy of 
America and extensively circulated. 


Mr.- Guthrie challenges the right of 
Mexico to enact into her constitution 
the provision that “the Mexican law 
recognizes no juridical (that is, juris- 
tic) personality in the religious insti- 
tutions known as churches.” 

It must be borne in mind that this 
provision is not a statutory enactment 
of administrative law under a consti- 
tution—it is a part of the constitution 
itself, of the organic law legally adopted 
by the political sovereignty of the Mex- 
ican people, absolute and supreme in 
creating their constitutional conditions. 
The opinion claims that this provision 
Violates international law, -the prin- 
ciples of liberty and justice of the 
civilized world and of American con- 
stitutional law. If the opinion is right, 
then a political sovereignty, convinced 
that its existence is best served by the 
constitutional elimination of churches 
as juristic personalities, can not law- 
fully proceed so to decree in its con- 
stitution. 

Further, Mr. Guthrie maintains: “The 
Roman Catholic Church is not opposing 
the separation of church and state in 
Mexico, provided that such separation 
be not a sham or screen, and will leave 
the church free to teach the Gospel, to 
educate children, and inculcate sound 
and true spiritual doctrine and moral 
rules of conduct, without dictation 
from or supervision by government offi- 


clals, and subject to reasonable police 
regulation.” : . 


The opinion proceeds upon the theory 
that the Roman Catholic Church should 
determine, in cage of conflict with 
Mexican sovereignty, what are “sound 
and true spiritual doctrine and moral 
rules of conduct.” The political teach- 
ing of Pope Leo XIII or the syllabus of 
Pope Pius IX would be regarded as 
sound and true by the Roman Catho- 
lic Church, but it would in reason be 
regarded as suicide by the autonomous 
Mexican state—or any other state. ~ 

Mr. Guthrie enthusiastically quotes 
Lord Acton: “Where ecclesiastical au- 
thority is restricted, religious liberty is 
denied.” And he invokes public opinton 
in the United States, and international 
opinion generally, in a protest against 
the Mexican constitutional and legal 
situation, because, he says, it is “in 
clear conflict with the basic doctrine 
of the Roman Catholic Church, and 
the deep belief of her members, that 
she is ecumenical and universal in the

foreign advice or interference, espe- 
cially on our part;” that “our treat- 
ment at times has inflamed a sensi- 
tive and proud people to intense in- 
dignation”—and so forth. 


In ali this may inhere a long series 
of unhappy international episodes. 
Into the complex of prejudice and re- 
sentment of a sensitive and proud 
people, according to Mr. Guthrie we 
are to project American opinion that 
the Mexican constitution is intoler- 
able because it invades the preroga- 
tives of the ecumenical and universal 
Roman Catholic Church. We are, by 
the expression of American opinion, to 
invade the sovereign rights of Mexico 
and at the same time to register our 
own surrender of religious liberty de 
jure to the claims of that church. 


How serious might be the crisis, if 
Mr. Guthrie’s premisés were to be ac- 
cepted by the people of the United 
States, is seen in his declaration that 
“many historical precedents of action 
on the part of the government of the 
United States of America, as well as 
of other countries, could be cited 
which would abundantly support a 
protest or remonstrance, and even 
armed intervention, at the present 
time in Mexico, in order to assure to 
the. Mexican people religious liberty.” 
Armed intervention!—and, Mr. Guthrie 
goes on to explain, the papacy and the 
Mexican hierarchy refrain from asking 
for it, not because it is unlawful and 
unreasonable, but because “history ad- 
monishes ‘them of the horrors of civil 
war and of the danger of inviting 
interference by foreign powers and 
arms to compel what the aggressors 
conceive to be either religious liberty 
or the only true faith.” It is clear 
that Washington is saved an interna- 
tional episode only out of considera- 
tions of expediency and policy by the 
papacy and the Mexican hierarchy. 

“To this society (the Roman Cath- 
olic Church),” wrote Pope Leo XIII in 
his encyclical letter on “The Christian 
Constitution of .States,” “the only be- 
gotten Son of God entrusted all the 
truths which He had taught in order 
that it might keep and guard them 
and with lawful authority explain them 
and at the same time He commanded 
all nations to hear the voice of the 
(Roman Catholic) Church as if it were 
His own, threatening those who would 
not hear it with everlasting perdition.” 

It is the voice of that church that 
speaks to America by the American 
hierarchy in the words of its distin- 
guished counsel in the Mexican situa- 
tion; and your fellow citizens are con- 
cerned to inquire what authority yo 
ascribe to that voice, :

We have no desire to impute to the 
Roman Catholic Church aught but high 
and sincere motives in the assertion of 
her claims as one of the two powers. 
Her members believe in those claims, 
and, so believing, it is their con n 
tious duty to stand for them, We are 
satisfied if they will but concede that 
those claims, unless modified and his- 
torically redressed, precipitate an in- 
evitable conflict between the Roman 
Catholic Church and the American 
state irreconcilable with domestic 
‘peace. With two _ illustrations—and 
those relating to English Christianity— 
we have done. 

In the sixteenth century the decree 
of Pope Pius V in terms deposed Eliza- 
beth, Queen of England, from the 
English throne and absolved her sub- 
jects from their allegiance. The result 
is well known. Much that pertained 
to the venerable forms of religion in 
the preceding centuries became asso- 
ciated in the popular mind of England 
with treasOn—even the mass itself 
when celebrated in the Roman form. 
Roman Catholics were oppressed in 
their rights and privileges. Roman 
Catholic priests were forbidden within 
the realm. The mills of God turnéd 
slowly, but they turned. The Roman 
Catholics of England endured the pen- 
alties of hostile legislation with heroic 
fortitude and resignation. Public opin- 
ion slowly changed and gradually Ro- 
man Catholic disabilities were removed, 
and in 1850, under Cardinal Wiseman, 
the Roman Catholic hierarchy was re- 
stored in England, with no other con- 
dition than that its sees should not 
use the ancient titles: that the hier- 
archy of the Church of England had 
retained. Peace and amity reigned 
within the realm, irrespective of dif- 


| ferent religions, and domestic repose 


marked a happy epoch. But the toler- 
ation and magnanimity of England bore 
strange fruit. Scarcely was the Roman 
hierarchy restored to its ancient priv- 
ileges when the astounding Apostolic 
Letter of Pope Leo XIII appeared 

(1896), declaring to the world that the 
orders of the Church of England were 
void, her priests not priests, her bish- 
ops not bishops, and her sacraments 
50 many empty forms. 

But this was not all. Reaching hands 
back ‘through three centuries, the 
Roman pontiff drew from obscurity the 
case of John Felton, an English citi- 
zen who in 1570, contrary to the law 
of treason at that time on the statute 
book of England, posted on the walls 
of London the decree of Pope Pius V 
already referred to, deposing the Eng- 
lish queen. Felton was beatified in 
1886 by the act of Pope Leo XIII. 

-The honors paid him were rendered 
300 years after his treasonable act. 
There lies their sinister import. They 
are no part of the mediaeval milieu; 
they belong to the modern world and 
must have judgment not by mediaeval 
but, by modern standards. One would 
have supposed, in view of the critical 
situation in modern states in relation 
to the respect for authority of govern- 
ment and the obedience of citizens to 
the law, that the beatification might 
have been omitted. One would have 
supposed that the changes in political 
thought and theory through 300 years 
would have dictated the wisdom of 
letting the dead past bury its dead, and 
the memory of blessed John Felton rest 
in peace with those abandoned political 
doctrines that inspired his heroic but 
unhappy deed. 

Is the record of the Roman Catholic 
Church in England consistent, sir, in 
your opinion, with the peace and safety 
of the state? 

Nothing will be of greater satisfac- 
tion to those of your fellow citizens 
who hesitate in their indorsement of 
your candidacy because of the religious 
issues involved than such a disclaimer 
by you of the convictions here im- 
puted, or such an exposition by others 
of the questions here prosented, as may

Gov. Smith's reply to Mr. Marshall 
follows: — he , 
“Charles C. Marshall, Esq. 

“Dear Sir: In your open letter to me 
in the April Atlantic Monthly you 
‘impute’ to American Catholics views 
which if held by them, ,would leave 
open to question the loyalty and de- 
yotion to this country and ite Consti- 
tution of more than 20,000,000 Ameri- 


can Catholic citi#@ns. I am grateful to 
you for defining this issue in the open 
and for your courteous expression of 
the satisfaction it will bring to my 
fellow citizens for me to give ‘a dis- 
claimer of the convictions’ thus im- 
puted. 

“Without mental reservation, I can 
and do make the disclaimer. These con- 
victions are held neither by me nor by 
any other American Catholic as far as 
I know. Before answering the. argu- 
ment of your letter, however, 1 must 
dispose of one of ite implications. 

“You put your questions to me in 
connection with my candidacy for the 
office of President of the United States. 
My attitude with respect to that can- 
didacy was fully stated in my last 
inaugural address as governor when, on 
January 1, 1927, I said: 

“"T have no idea what the future 
has in store for me. Every one else in 
the United States has some notion 
about it except myself. No man could 
stand before this intelligent gathering 
and say that he was not receptive to 
the greatest position the world has to 
give to apy one. But I can say this, 
that I will do nothing to achieve it 
except to give to the people of the 
State the kind and character of serv- 
ice that will make me deserve it.’ 


“I should be a poor American and a 
poor Catholic alike if I injected re- 
ligious discussion into a political cam- 
paign. Therefore I would ask you to 
accept this answer from me not as &@ 
candidate for any public office, but as 
an American citizen, honored with high 
elective office, meeting a challenge to 
his patriotism and his intellectual in- 
tegrity. 

“Moreover, I calN your attention to 
the fact that Iam only a layman. The 
Atlantic Monthly describes you as ‘an 
experienced attorney,’ who has made 
himself an authority upon canon law.’ 
I am neither a lawyer nor a theologian. 
,What knowledge of law I have was 
* pained in the course of my long ex- 
-perience in the legislature and as chief 
executive of New York State. I had no 
such opportunity to study theology. 

“My first thought was to answer you 
with just the faith that is in me. But 
I knew instinctively that your con- 
clusions could be logically proved false. 
It seemed right, therefore, to take 
counsel with some one schooled in the 
church law, from whom I learned what- 
ever is hereafter set forth in definite 
answer to the theological questions 
you raise.

“J sclected one whose patriotism 
neither you nor any other man will 
question. He wears upon his breast 
the distinguished service cross of our 
country, its distinguished service medal, 
the ribbon of the Legion of Honor, and 
the croix de guerre with palm of the 
French republic. He was the Catholic 
chaplain of the almost wholly Catholic 
165th regiment in the world war. 
Father Francis P. Duy, now in the 
military service of my own State, 


“Taking your letter as a whole and 
reducing it to commonplace English, 
you imply that there is conflict be- 
tween religious loyalty to the Catholic 
faith and patriotic loyalty to the United. 
States. Everything that has actually 
happened to me during my long public 
career leads me to know that no such 
thing as that is true. ' 

“I have taken an oath of office in this 
State nineteen times. Each time I 
swore to defend and maintain the Con- 
stitution of the Unitde States. All of 
thig represents a period of public 
service in elective office almost con- 
tinuous since 1903. I have never known 
any conflict between my official duties 
and my religious belief. No such con- 
flict could exist. 

“Certainly the people of this State 
recognize no such conflict. They have 
testified to my devotion to public duty 
by electing me to the highest office 
within their gift four times. You 
yourself do me the honor, in address- 
ing me, to refer to ‘your fidelity to the 
morality you have adopted in public 
and private life and to the religion 
you have revered; your great record 
of public trusts successfully and hon- 
estly discharged.’ . 


“During the years I have discharged 
these trusts I have been a communi- 
cant of the Roman Catholic Church, 
If there were conflict I, of all men 
could not have escaped it, because I 
have not been a silent man, but a bat- 
uler for social and political reform. 
These battles would in their very na- 
ture disclose this conflict if there 
were any. 

“I regard public education as one of 
the foremost. functions of government 
and I have supported to the last de- 
gree the State department of educa- 
tion in every effort to promote our 
public school system. The largest 
single item of increased appropriations 
under my administration appears in 
the educational group for the support 
of common schools. Sincé 1919, when 
I first became governor, this item has 
grown from $9,000,000 to $82,500,000. 
My aim—and I may say I have suc- 
ceeded in achieving it—has been legis- 
Jation for child welfare, the protection 
of working men, women and children, 
the modernization of the State’s in- 
stitutions for the care of helpless or un- 
fortunate wards, the preservation of 
freedom of speech and opinion against 
the attack of war-time hysteria, and 
the complete reorganization of the 
structure of the government of the 
State. 

“I did not struggle for these things 
or any single element, but in the 
interest of all of the eleven million 
people who make up the State. In 
all of this work I had the support of 
whurches of all denominations. 

“I probably know as many ecclesias- 
{es of my church as any other lay- 
man. During my long and active pub- 
lic career I never received from any 
bf them anything except cooperation 
mdi encouragement in the full and 
omplete discharge of my duty to the 
State. Moreover, I am unable to under-

“You imply that the pope gratuitous- 
ly issued an affront to the Anglican 
Church. In fact, this apostolic letter 
was an answer to a request made at 
the instance of priests of the Anglican 
church for recognition by the Roman 
Catholic Church of the validity of their 
priestly orders. The request was 
on the ground that they had been 
ordained in succession from the Roman 
Catholic priests who became the first 
priests of the Anglican Church. 

“The apestolic letter was a mere 
adverse answer to this request, ruling 
that Anglican priests were not Roman 
Catholic priests, and was tn no sense 
the gratuitious insult which you sug- 
gest it to be.

“Again, you quote from the Catholic 
encyclopedia that my church ‘regards 
dogmatic intolerance, not alone as her 
incontestable right, but as her sacred 
duty.’ And you say that these words 
show that Catholics are taught to be 
politically, socially and intellectually 
intolerant of all other people. If you 
had read the whole of that article in 
the Catholic encyclopedia, you would 
known that the real meaning of these 
words is that for Catholics alone the 
church recognizes no deviation from 
complete acceptance of its dogma. 
These words are used in a chapter 
dealing with that subject only. 

“The very same article in another 
chapter dealing with toleration toward 
non-Catholics contains these words:

“Your first proposition is that Cath- 
olics believed that other religions 
should, in the United States, be tol- 
erated only as a matter of favor and 
that there should be an established 
church. You may find some dream of 
an ideal of a Catholic state, having no 
relation whatever to actuality, some- 
where described. But, voicing the best 
Catholic thought on this subject, Dr. 
John A. Ryan, professor of moral the- 
ology of the Catholic University of 
America, writes in ‘The State and the 
Church” of the encyclical of Pope Leo 
XIII quoted by you: 


“"In practice, however, the foregoing 
propositions have full application only 
to the completely Catholic state * * * 
The propositions of Pope Pius IX con- 
demning the toleration of non-Cath- 
olic sects do not now, says Father 
Pohle, apply even to Spain or the 
South American republics, to 
nothing of countries possessing a 
greatly mixed population. He lays 
down the following general rule: ‘When 
several religions have firmly established 
themselves and taken root in the same 
territory, nothing else remains for the 
state than to exercise tolerance toward 
them all, or, as conditions exist today, 
to make complete religious liberty for 
individual and religious bodies a prin- 
ciple of government.’ 

“That is good Americanism and good 
Catholicism. And Father Pohle, one of 
the great writers of the Catholic 
Church, says further: 

“If religious freedom has been ac- 
cepted and sworn to as a fundamen- 
tal law in a constitution, the obligation 
to show this tolerance is binding in 
conscience.’

“The American prelates of our church 
stoutly defend our constitutional decla- 
ration of equality of all religions before 
the law.

INVINGIBLES OBSERVE 
FREEDOM ANNIVERSAR| 


Celebrates Slave Emancipa- 
tion in District of Columbia 
by Act of 1862. 


GIVE LINCOLN SIDELIGHTS 


The Blaine Invincibles, oldest colored 
Republican organization in the District 
of Columbia, yesterday celebrated the 
sixty-fifth anniversary of the emanci- 
pation of slaves here through an act 
of Congress, April 16, 1862, “for the 
release of certain persons heid to service 
or labor in the District of Columbia.” 

The meeting was addressed by 
Thomas H. R. Clarke, official of the 
recently amalgamated Equal Rights 
league and National Race congress, and 
Mrs. May D. Lightfoot, executive sec- 
retary of the Republican State commit- 
tee. for the District of Columbia. 
Francis Wells, who presided, called 
attention to emancipation of slaves 
here by Congress as contrasted with 
emancipation elsewhere by presidential 
proclamation or by State legislation. 

Mrs. Lightfoot spoke of Abraham 
Lincoln and emancipation, giving in- 
teresting sidelights of civil war times 
in connection with activities of her 
father, who, as a member of the quar- 
termaster corps, was closely associated 
with -the Great Emancipator. Clark 
spoke of the negro’s advancement as 
a justification of emancipation. 

Other speakers were Miss E. A. Chase, 
J. Franklin Wilson and James W. Jack- 
son, a 74-year-old employe of the gov- 
ernment printing office, who was a 
beneficiary of the congressional act of 
1862. 


Mystery Sloop Seen

Norfolk, Va, April.17.—Although the

“Archbishop Ireland again said: ‘Re- 
ligious freedom is the basic life of 
America, the cement running through 
all its walls and battlements, the safe- 
guard of its peace and prosperity. 
Violate religious freedom against Catho-

Violate it in favor of Catholics, against 
non-Catholics, no less readily do they 
leap from the scabbard.’ 

“Cardinal Gibbons has said: ‘Ameri- 
can Catholics rejoice in our separation 
of church and state, and I can con- 
ceive no combination of circumstances 
likely to arise which would make a 
union desirable to 
state.’ 

“For ourselves we thank God that 
we live in. America, ‘in this happy 
country of ours,’ to quote Mr. Roosevelt, 
where ‘religion and liberty are natural 
allies.’ 

“And referring particularly to your 
quotation from Pope Pius IX, Dr. Ryan, 
in the state and church, says: ‘Pope 
Pius IX did not intend to declare that 
separation is always inadvisable,for he 
had more than once expressed his 
satisfaction wtih the arrangement ob- 
taining in the United States.’” 

“With these great Catholics I stand 
squarely in support of the provision 
of the Constitution which guarantees 
religious freedom and equality. 

“I come now to the speculation with 
which theorists have played for gen- 
erations as to the respective functions 
of church and state. 

“You claim that the Roman Catholic 
Church holds that, if conflict arises, 
the,church must prevail over the state. 
You write as though there were some 
Catholic authority or tribunal to de- 
cide with respect to such conflict. Of 


‘course there is no such thing. As Dr. 


Ryan writes: 

“"The Catholic doctrine concedes, 
nay, maintains, that the state is co- 
ordinate with the church and equally 
indepent and supreme in its own dis- 
tinct sphere.’ 

“What is the Protestant position? 
The articles of religion of your Protest- 
ant Episcopal Church (xxxvii) declare: 
‘The power of the civil magistrate ex- 
tendeth to all men, as well clergy as 
laity, in all things temporal; but hath 
no authority in things purely spiritual.’ 

“Your church, just as mine, is voic- 
ing the injunction of our common 
Saviour to render unto Caesar the 
things’ that are Caesar’s, and unto God 
the things that are God’s. 

“What is this conflict about which 
you talk? It may exist in some lands 
which do not guarantee religious 
freedom. But in the wildest dreams of 
your imagination you can not conjure 
up a possible conflict between religious 
principle and political duty in the 
United States, except on the unthink- 
able hypothesis that some law ~ere -to 
be passed which violated the common 
morality of all God-fearing men. 


“And if you can conjure up such a 
conflict, how would a Protestant re- 
solve it? obviously by the dictates of 
his conscience. That is exactly what a 
Catholic would do. There is no eccles- 
lastical tribunal which would have the 
slightest claim upon the obedience of 
Catholic communicants in the resolu- 
tion of such a conflict. As Cardinal 
Gibbons said of the supposition that 
‘the Pope were to issue commands in 
purely civil matters.’ 

“*‘He would be offending not only 
against civil society, but against God, 
and violating an authority as truly 
from God as his own. Any -Catholic 
who clearly recognized this would not 
be bound to obey the Pope; or rather 
his conscience would bind him abso- 
lutely to disobey, because with Cath- 
olies conscience is the supreme law 
which under no circumstances can we 
ever lawfully disobey.’ 

“Archbishop Ireland said: ‘To priest, 
to bishop or to Pope (I am willing to 
consider the hypothesis) who should 
attempt to rule in matters civil and 
political, to influence the citizen be- 
yond the range of their own orbit of 
jurisdiction that are the things of God,’ 
the answer is quickly made: Back to 
your own sphere of rights and duties, 
back to the things of God.’

“That is the state’s attitude toward 
the church. Archbishop Ireland thus 
puts the church’s attitude toward the 
state: 

“"To the Catholic obetlience of law 
is a religious obligation, binding in 
God’s name the conscience of the citi- 
zen—both Americanism and Catholi- 
cism bow to the sway of personal con- 
science.’ 

“Under our system of govefnment, 
the electorate intrusts to its officera 
of every faith the solemn duty of ac- 
tion according to the dictates of con- 
science. I may fairly refer once more. 
to my own record to support these 
truths. No man, clerical or lay, has 
ever directly or' indirectly. attempted 
to ‘exercise church influence on my 
administration of any office I have 
ever held, nor asked me to show spe- 
cial favor to Catholics or exercise dis- 
crimination against non-Catholics. 

“It is a well-known fact that I have 
made all of my appointments to public 
office on the basis of merit and have 
never asked any man about his re- 
ligious belief. In the first month of 
this year there gathered in the capitol 
at Albany the. first goverrior’s cabinet 
that ever sat in the State. 


“It was composed, under my ap- 
pointment, of two Catholics, thirteen 
Protestants and one Jew. The man 
closest to me in the administration of 
the government of the State of New 
York is he who bears the title o- assist- 
ant to the governor. He. had been con- 
nected with the governor’s office for 30 
years, in gubordinate capacities, until 
I promoted him to the position which 
makes him the sharer with me of my 
every thought. and hope and ambition 
in the administration of the State.

“I next come to education. You ad- 
mit that the Supreme Ootirt guaranteed:

GOV. SMITH'S RELIGION. 

The country will read with intense interest 
Gov. Alfred E. Smith’s reply to the questions 
propounded by Charles C. Marshall, bearing 
upon Gov. Smith’s religious beliefs and his 
waterpretation of the attitude of the Roman 
«atholic Church toward civil government. It 
is unnecessary to say that Gov. Smith’s letter 
teveals his stalwart Americanism and devotion 
es the Constitution, but it may be added that 
te displays the highest ability in his exposition 
wf the various phases of this delicate subject 
of “church and state.”’ No one who reads his 
ietter can doubt either his sincerity or his 
myalty to both his country and his church. He 
snows that loyalty to one is not incompatible 
with loyalty to the other. 

tt is something of a reproach to the Ameri- 
ran spirit that a question should arise as to 
wae entire devotion of Catholic citizens to the 
constitution of the United States. When the 
roll of American heroes, statesmen and jurists 
is called it is seen that the names of Catholics 
are mingled with those of other denominations, 
all giving their lives and labors to their coun- 
try with whole-hearted love. Before Washing- 
ton became commander in chief of the Conti- 
} Catholic Americans had shed 
and some of his 
Two 


nental army, 
their blood for America, 
most capable lieutenants were Catholics. 
Chief Justices of the Supreme Court of the 
Catholic faith have helped to make that tri- 
bunal illustrious. Congress has always num- 
bered Catholics among its members, and Cath- 
olics have served in all the legislatures of the 
States. In all the wars and on all battle- 
fields, Catholics have shed their blood for the 
Stars and Stripes. - It seems superfluous, there- 
fore, for any man to defend the loyalty of 
American Catholics to the Constitution and the 
flag. 

Gov. Smith’s reply is of special interest/of 
course, in view of the prospect that he may be 
nominated by the Democratic party for|the 
Wresidency. Can a loyal Catholic serv 
rresident, with entire devotion to the Consti- 
tution and the laws, and without any danger 
of being influenced by the hierarchy of his 
church? That is the question which many 
Protestants ask; some of them frankly skep- 
fical and others anxious to have ancient 
frejudices removed. Gov. Smith has answered 
them, so far as he is concerned, and his answer 


ought to satisfy any reasonable citizen. 

It is not generally known that an effort 
was made to inject the religious question into 
the campaign of 1908. A citizen whose name 
has not been disclosed wrote to President 
Roosevelt, asking him if it would not be wise 
for William H. Taft to deny a rumor that he 
was a member of the Roman Catholic Church. 
President Roosevelt replied as follows from 
the White House, under date of October 16, 
1908: 


Dear Mr.———:_I thank you for your 
‘etter of the 14th inst. If asked by 
Mr. Taft, I should most emphatically ad- 
vise him against making any declaration 
as to his religious belief such as your 
friend suggests. If there is one thing for 
which we stand in this country, it is for 
complete religious freedom and for the 
right of every man to worship his Creator 
as his conscience dictates. It is an em- 
phatic negation of this right to cross- 
examine a man on his religious views be- 
fore being willing to support him for 
office. Is he a good man, and is he fit for 
the office? These are the only questions 
which there is a right to ask, and to both 
of these in Mr.-~-Taft’s case the answer 
must be in the affirmative. In my own 
cabinet there are at present Catholie, 
Protestant and Jew-——the Protestants 
being of various’ denominations. I am 
incapable of discriminating between them, 
or judging any one of them, save as to 
the way in which he performs his public 
duties. The rule of conduct applicable to 
Catholic, Protestant and Jew, as regards 
lesser offices, is just as applicable as ‘re- 
-gards the Presidency. 


It should be the desire and aim of every 
patriotic American to exclude religious dis- 
cussions in dealing with government. In times 
of stress and danger there is no question as 
to the loyalty of citizens of all religious beliefs. 
They join the colors, and without distinction 


- of creed they go forth to battle, ‘‘marching to

F. The Ambassador expressed anxiety 
as to the integrity of the files, and took pains 
to keep them under lock and key as much as 
possible. But some of the papers disappeared, 
either from the embassy or while they were in 
transit from Washington; and after interpo- 
lations had been made they were delivered to 
the Mexican government and reached the hands 
of President Calles. The nature of these 
papers-and the manner in which they were 
changed have not been revealed. 

Presumably the misunderstandings that may 
have resulted from this trickery have been 
removed by direct interviews between Presi- 
dent Calles and Ambassador Sheffield. There- 
fore it is improbable that the State Depart- 
ment is laboring under any anxiety as to the 
effect which the forgeries may have upon fur- 
ther negotiations with Mexico. But there is 
a possibility that other forgeries may be 
extant, not only among the Mexican papers, 
but among others relating to Central America. 


TOO MUCH OF A GOOD THING. 


Unless some efficient means shall be devised 
for the disposition of the surplus pack of green 
peas during the next few weeks the outlook for 
the growers of this vegetable in the season of 
1927 will be extremely dark. 

Last fall the growers in Wisconsin under- 
took to raise a fund of $300,000 with which to 
conduct a national advertising campaign. -But 
the movement failed to meet sufficient support 
from the growers and packers to make it effec- 
tive, and it was abandoned. 

That the business is overdone seems evident 
from the reports of the growth of the pea- 
packing industry. In 1910 the total pack of the 
United States was 4,347,000 cases, of 24 cans 
to the case. In 1918 the pack reached 10,898,- 
222 cases. But that was not the peak, for in 
1924 reports of the canneries showed 19,315,- 
000. for that year and the average for the past 
three years has been in excess of 18,000,000. 
Apparently the consumers have not responded 
with their orders in the same ratio as the in- 
crease in the production. The result is that 
the canners find themselves with stocks on 
hand sufficient to meet the ordinary demand of 
the trade for a period of fully two years. 

In the State of New York, which may be re- 
garded as the center of the industry, 34,990 
acres were planted to peas for the canneries, 
besides 7,800 acres on which peas were grown 
“for table use,” in 1926. In the same year the 
total acreage sown to © as’? was 218,- 
400 acres, besidgs 36,820 for the 
throughout the ited States. While there has 
been no glut “market peas’’ reported, there 
were altogéther too many. acres sown to con- 
tract, or cannery peas during the past three 


ould be explained that peas for the can- 
es are grown upon a basis that differs ma- 
t¢érially from other agricultural methods unless 
be sugar beets, and some other vegetable 
rops. The canner enters into a contract or 
agreement with the farmer to plant, or sow, 
a certain number of acres, The canner fur- 
nishes the seed and agrees to take the crop at 
a price agreed upon. The farmer takes no risk 
of finding a market, and if the season proves 
a good one for peas he is sure of a handsome 
return for his labor. Except during the grow- 
ing season he is not worried over the weather, 
for as soon as the pods are filled the crop is 
harvested and hauled to the cannery. Rainy 
weather does not hinder the marketing as is 
the case with hay or grains, and it is perhaps 
for this reasén that the farmers who grow peas 
for the packers proved so indifferent to the 
proposition to start an advertising campaign. 
Perhaps after the farmer finds that the 
packers propose to curtail their contracts with 
growers by at least 30 per cent for the season 
of 1927 there may be a change in his views. 
Otherwise the revamped Haugen-McNary bill 
ought to provide for the disposition of surplus 
canned peas as well as cotton, corn, hogs, wheat 
and tobacco. 


A TRIUMPH FOR BRITISH WOMEN. 


The perseverance and determination of the 
women of Great Britain have at length achieved 
a notable triumph, for the prime minister an- 
nounced in the house of commons on Wednes- 
day that a bill extending the franchise equally 
to both sexes will be introduced in the next ses- 
sion of parliament. This announcement was 
made with the concurrence and sanction of the 
cabinet, and it brings to an end a protracted 
fight in that body on the subject. Prime Min- 
ister Baldwin was pledged to the equalization 
of the franchise since the last general election, 
but many of his colleagues in the ministry 
would have preferred, mainly from political 
considerations, to maintain the voters’ register 
on its present footing. Various alternative 


| proposals were made, including one of consid- 


erable merit—namely, to give the vote to men 
and women on equal terms, but to raise the 
voting age, for all alike, from 21 to 25. This 
solution of the problem would have been both 
an equitable and a common-sense one, but it 
was‘ ultimately rejected in favor of the original 
proposition of the prime minister. 

As the arrangement now stands the voting 
age for women will be reduced from its present 
minimum of 30 to 21, with a simple residence 
qualification, and the two sexes will thus be 
put on exactly the same basis as far as the par- 
liamentary franchise is concerned. The new 
plan means that, if the women so wish and if 
they exercise to the full the rights now about 
to be conferred on them, they can become the 
real rulers of Great Britain. That, in practice, 


| this will occur is extremely unlikely, for many. 


of them, like many of the men, will never cast 
a vote, and those who do will be guided by ex- 
actly the same political considerations as in- 
fluence the male members of the family, with 
this distinction, however, that the votes of the 
women will not necessarily go in the same di- 


| Fection as those of their fathers, brothers, hus-. 
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just as their forbears have been for years. _ 
In estimating the new influence in British 
politics it must be remembered that, as Lady 
Astor very wisely pointed out, women have no 
objection to being represented by men, but the 
men must be of the best type. On this point 
the women’s influence can make itself felt and 
respected. They will be in a majority of over 
2,000,000. At present they show a total of 
8,800,000 as against 11,800,000 men voters, 
but, with the 5,126,000 extra votes which the 
new legislation will confer on the women while 
conferring none on the men, the preponderance 
in favor of the former is easy to calculate. 
Such a formidable element of the electorate 
will be well worth winning, and by insisting, 
as they can insist, that those, whether men or 
women, who seek to win it must be of the 
proper stamp, the female voters of Great 
Britain can exercise an enormous influence for 
good in the councils of the nation. They may 
not be able immediately to rise to the occasion, 
but time and experience will teach them how 
to use to the best advantage the power they 
are about to acquire. It is quite possible that 
anew era has dawned in British parliamentary 
life.

CHARITY AS AN -INVESTMENT. 


President Lewis, of George Washington uni- 
versity, in his address at the recent annual 
meeting of the Associated Charities, performed 
a valuable service by making clear the fact 
that the services rendered by these voluntary 
agencies of family welfare, as well as the ma- 
terial relief disbursed by them, represent a 
valuable investment for the community, an 
investment the dividends from which are shared 
.by every citizen. 

When the trained social workers of this so- 
ciety visit the families brought to their atten- 
tion because of illness or unemployment, de- 
sertion or other maladjustment, immediate and 
adequate relief is given when necessary, such 
as food, fuel, clothing, etc., or the payment of 
rent. But these ‘visitors do. not stop with a 
temporary relief, for their task is to find out 
what a given family may need in order to hold 
together in the face of some disaster, whether 
it be medical care for the wage earner laid up 
by illness, or improved conditions for the chil- 
dren, that their health may not suffer and that 
they may be kept in school. Through the ex- 
perience of these trained workers all available 
resources of the city, both public and private, 
are continually being drawn upon as need may 
be for the benefit of those under their care. 

Underlying all this work and always in view 
is the important object of enabling the family 
broken by misfortune to carry on its own re- 
sponsibilities, even to the point of helping to 
find employment wherever possible for its mem- 
bers able to work, or, it may be conserving 
health and strength so that they can hold a 
job. It is this conserving of the homes of the 
less fortunate and making them serve their 
rightful purpose to the children born therein 
which constitutes the greatest part of the value 


al work the community. 
The audited figu pyblished by the Asso- 
ciated Charities and ‘€ftizens Relief associa- 


tion show that the expenditures for material 
relief and service amounted last year to $97,- 
488. This left an expenditure of $21,336 as the 
total cost of administration of the entire or- 
ganization, maintenance of office, accounting 
and subscription department, which is about 
17.4 per cent of the entire year’s disburse- 
ments. 

The men and women who are respon ble for 
the conduct of the Associated Charities 
Citizens Relief association have a high stan¥- 
ing in this community. They are giving o 
their time and means to meet a very serious 
increase in the number of families needing ma- 
terial assistance. It is the duty, and should be 
the privilege, of every public-spirited man and 
woman in Washington to respond so far as 
they may be able to the appeal now being 
made by the Associated Charities and Citizens 
Relief association. 


THE CONGESTION PROBLEM. 


The city traffic conference which recently 
met in Chicago brought forth nearly a score of 
suggestions for the relief of the problem of 
congestion in metropolitan centers. The rec- 
ommendations, all of them backed up by thor- 
ough surveys and years of expert study, might 
be grouped roughly into four classifications, 
namely: f , 

Prohibit parking in congested areas. 

Establish a simple and uniform traffic code. 

Widen streets and guard against inadequate 
future construction. 

Speed up transit to the maximum. 

This appears to be an adequate program, one 
which, if adopted, would effect great relief. It 
does not seem beyond the bounds of reason to 
prophesy that eventually such a program, mod- 
ified to meet local requirements, will be uni- 
versally adopted. 

Parking prohibitions are inevitable. As the 
nation approaches the saturation point of auto- 
mobile use public sentiment probably will 
undergo a change, and the automobile owner 
will come to the realization that the parked ma- 
chine is a hindrance to traffic. When the in- 
dividual owner makes this admission, the battle 
will be won. In the meantime, of course, park- 
ing must tontinue to be prohibited in certain 
sections by police regulations. Here and there 
parking places even now are springing up in 
which an automobile may be left, not on public 
property, for a nominal fee. This system 
should be extended. . 

The uniform:code project is so sane and logi- 
cal as to need no defense. The value of wider 
streets also is self-demonstrating. High speed 
traffic, in existence here and elsewhere, has 
proved its efficacy already, without at: the 
same time increasing accidents. 

Until comparatively recently, traffic has 
“just growed,” like little Eva. It is small 
wonder that it has become such an. involved 
problem. The fact that itis being. studied 
scjentifically, however, presages well for the fu- 
ture, and it is not too much to hope that before 
long a simple method will be found to control 
autobomiles ta the best interests of both driver 
and pedestrian.

Community Recreation Centers. 

To the Editor of The Post—Sir: Have 
ing formerly lived in Chicago, where 
the community recreation center has 
been established with much success, I 
am glad to note through your.columns 
that the system is to be adopted in 
Washington. The community recrea- 
tion center will provide in each com- 
munity a central place in which chile 
dren and grown-ups can indulge in 
their favorite outdoor sports. While 
Washington has beautiful parks, the 
children can not play in them, and 
the other recreational facilities are too 
distant for the youth of the various 
communities into which the city is di- 
vided to enjoy their benefits. 

I have noted the proposal to create 
community recreation centers on Ana- 
lostan island, in the section near Ta- 
koma and in Columbia Heights. Land 
for these centers should ‘be acquired 
at once in order that they may be 
available for the long spring and sum- 
mer season which is opening. 1 am at 
2 loss particularly to understand why 
the Takcma area has not been secured 
for the recreation center. According 
to reports, an unimproved tract of 25 
acres north of ‘Sheridan strect, be- 
tween Third and Fifth streets, has 
been available, for purchase since 
March. Your paper states that it is 
the only available land in that region 
where the National Capital park and 
planning commission proposes to eg- 
tablish the first recreation center in 
its broad program of such centers for 
Washington. What is more surprising 
to me is the fact that, although this 
is the first time officials have been 
able to buy school and park land withe 
in the price limitation fixed by Con- 
gress a year ago, the chance has aot 
been seized. 

I do not understand why taere 
should be any delay in this matter, and 
hope that this and other tracts can be 
specdily acquired in order that there 
may be provided close to the homes of 
our people these recreational facilities 
which are so sorely needed...

ADDRESSES ARE GIVEN 
BY MR. AND MRS. SETON 


Others, Who Knew Woman 
Writer, Also Speak 
at Exercises. 


The memory of Mrs. E. D. E. N. South- 
worth, earliest of American women 
novelists, who as a resident of George- 
town, wrote many of her books in her 
quaint little home standing high on 
the shores of the Potomac, at Thirty- 
sixth and Prospect streets, was honored 
yesterday afternoon by the National 
League of Pen Women, when a red oak 
tree was dedicated to her memory. 

The tree, given and planted through 
courtesy of the park commissioner, 
Lieut. Col, U. 8S. Grant 3d, stands in 
the little plot which adjoins the old 
home of Mrs, Southworth, and which 
has been set aside as a park dedicated 
to her memory. 

Ernest Thompson Seton, founder of 
the Boy Scouts of America, paid tribute 
to the memory of Mrs. Southworth, and 
during the course of his remarks re- 
ferred to the dwindling forest lands of 
the country and the need of wise tree 
planting. He quoted an axiom of the 
Woodcraft club to the effect that, “He 
that destroyeth a tree robbeth his peo- 


| ple of a good thing and is justified only 


if he has need of the room or the 
timber.” For his ill doing he can 


compensate by planting two trees as 
‘an act of patriotism, he said. 


Mrs. Seton, national president of the

FAILS TO QUIET RUMOR 


(CONTINUED FROM PAGE 1.)

It was fairly apparent last night from 
the tenor of the words and messages 
of those who admire Mr..

Faris, April 17 (By A. P.)—The no- 
fary, for centuries a. powerful figure in 
French life, has lost his proud position. 
The notaries claim they are “starv- 
ing to death” and even talk of joining 


a union and going on strike. They re- 
gret the days when popular belief k-ld 
their greatest worry was where to. store 
their money. 

The government has doubled the pre- 
war scale of fees, but with paper francs 
worth only one-fifth of their prewar 
value, the notaries claim the fees hard- 
ly pay the clerks who do the work. 
Also marriage contracts are becoming 
rarer, people with money to invest are 
doing their own investing, and more 
and more persons are doing business 
through large corporations. 


ENGLISH IS GAINING 
IN THE PHILIPPINES 


Spaniard Blames the Spanish 
Regime for Decline of 
Older Language. 


Manila, April 17 (By A. P.)—Decline 
of the Spanish tongue in the Philippine 
islands is the fault of Spaniards them- 
selves, Don Luis de Oteyza, Spanish 
writer and journalist, declared after ca- 
tensive travel over the islands. 

“English is now so woven into the 
warp and woof of Filipino life that only 
a miracis can destroy it,’’ said de 
Oteyza, deploring the decreasin” use of 
his tongue among a people so long 
under the Spanish regime. 

The decline of the lariguage, which 
brought the Filipino “virtually all the 
occidental culture they had before 
Americans came on the scene, to say 
nothing of the tongue in which their 
religion was communicated to them,” is 
due to the fact, he said, that the 
Spanish “failed to do in 300 years what 
the Americans have done in less than 
30.” 


Aside from English, Spanish and 
Chinese, there are nearly 80 native dia- 
lects spoken in the Philippines.

MOTHER OF ALMEIDA 
SEEKS TO PLEAD CASE 


Many Believe Governor Is Not 
in Revolt; Others See 
Kidnaping. 


Mexico City, April 17 (By A. P.).— 
Fighting on the slopes of the active 
volcano of Colima, sometimes amid 
sulphurous fumes blown down from 
the crater above them, federal troops 
have gained an important victory over 
the revolutionists, the war department 
announces. 

The federals dislodged the revolu- 
tionists from four different strong- 
holds on the volcano sides, where they 
were so strongly entrenched among 
sharp precipices that the positions 
heretofore held had been considered 
impregnable. 

Only about half a dozen rebel dead 
were found, but it is declared that 
many others were killed. One of the 
leaders was killed and several were 
captured. The federals had five killed 
and six wounded. 


Severe Blow to Rebels. 


The war department describes this 
action as a severe blow to the revo- 
lutionary movement in the states of 
Colima and Jalisco. 

The mother of Gov. Almeida, of Chi- 
huahua, who has been ousted from of- 
fice, has requested President Calles to 
grant her an audience in which she 
promises to explain the situation as it 
relates to political maneuvers in Chi- 
huahua against her son. 

This request has tended to confirm 
the belief in political circles here that 
Gov. Almeida is not in revolt, as has 
been charged, although his whereabouts 
is unknown. There is a belief in some 
quarters that the governor has aban- 
doned Chihuahua City, seeking support 
of 12,000 loyal guards, with which he 
intends to reaffirm his position. In 
such case fighting is possible. 


See Lives Endangered. 


Others are of the opinion that both 
Almeida and Mayor Garcia have been 
seized and are held prisoner by their 
political enemies and that their lives 
are endangered. 

Meanwhile President alles has 
ordered Gen, Caraveo, military com- 
mandant, in Chihuahua, to give protec- 
tion to everybody in that state. The 
conviction has gained ground in gov- 
ernment circles that the Chihuahua 
difficulties involve only local political 
rivalries and do not mean that Almeida 
is in rebellion against. the Calles gov- 
ernment. 

A group of congress members in 
Mexico City supporting Gen. Obregon 
for president express the belief that 
anti-Obregon factions in Chihuahua 
assisted in the ousting of Gov. Almeida 
because he was strongly in favor of 
Gen, Obregon for the presidency. 


FEDERATION TO BACK 
CAR UNION IN COURT 


Would Appeal Ruling Against 
Railway Men to the 
Highest Tribunal. 


(By the Associated Press.) 

Full support of the American Federa- 
tion of Labor will be extended to the 
Amalgamated Association of Street and 
Electric Railway Employes in its fight 
against court injunctions restraining 
railway employes from joining trade 
unions, William Green, the federation’s 
president, said yesterday. 

He favors the appeal to the Supreme 
Court of the circuit court. ruling that 
the association violated an injunction 
by persuading employes of a street car 
company of Indianapolis to join a trade 
union The Federation of Labor will 
support such an appeal, Green said, be- 
cause “it is difficult for workers to un- 
derstand that any representative of or- 
ganized labor would be committing a 
crime by merely asking men to join a 
trade union. We can not believe that 
the highest court in the land will sus- 
tain this decision.” 

The Federation of Labor also will 
support an effort to have set aside an 
injunction issued by Judge Delahanty, 
of New York, restraining the associa- 
tion from attempting to organize em- 
pleyes of the Interborough Rapid 
Transit Co., Green said. 


Goodyear Sued Over Patent. 

New York, April 17 (By A. P.).—The 
Goodyear Tire and Rubber Co., of Ak- 
ron, Ohio, has been named a defendant 
in a suit by the Overman Cushion Tire 
corporation, which charges that the 
Goodyear factories in manufacturing 
cushion tires for heavy trucks, have in- 
fringed on patents held by Max Cyrus 
Overman, and assigned to the Overman 
corporation. An accounting of the 
business done by the Akron concern 
for the past several years and a tem- 
porary injunction are sought.

With- 
out command the crowd fell back, and 
through the avenue of humanity Presi- 
dent and Mrs. Coolidge walked into the 
building. Immediately after their en- 
trance, the clamoring crowd fell again 
to clamoring and mauling. 


Simplicity Marks Services. 


The service was marked with sim- 
plicity. The choir, vested in the cus- 
tomary black cassock and white vest- 
ment, opened the ceremonies with the 
caroling of Easter hymns on the lily- 
banked stage. 

The Rev, Jason Nobel Pierce, pastor 
of the church, gave the invocation, the 
prayer of consecration and the Easter 
sermon, “God Calls to Life.” 

The auditorium was stifling, but 
soon all ventilations were thrown open. 
The use of the auditorium was gained 
through the courtesy of the Daugh- 
ters of the American Revolution hold- 
ng convention sessions in the build- 
ng. 

When the service was over, attend- 
ants strongly aided the police, who 
were reinforced by Third precince re- 
serves, in keeping back the crowd. A 
few moments before the benediction 
was pronounced, there was a rush for 
the exits, but these were blocked by 
the attendants, who allowed no one 
to leave the building until the depar- 
ture of the presidential party. 

Mrs. Coolidge was particularly in the 
eye of the women attending the service. 
She wore a modest brown hat, trimmed 
with black and tan ribbon, and turned 
up in the back. There was a touch of 
rose color blended with the brown of 
the hat. She wore a simple dress of 
light brown color. .A red fox fur was 
draped over her shoulders. 

Services were held in all the churches 
commemorative of Easter. ‘“‘Sunrise serv- 
ices” were held at Temple Heights, Con- 
necticut avenue and Florida avenue 
northwest, and at Walter Reed hospital. 

Diplomats and many distinguished 
persons attended a solemn pontifical 
mass at the national shrine of the Im- 
maculate Conception at Catholic uni- 
versity yesterday morning. The mass 
was conducted by the Most Rev. Pietro 
Fumasoni-Biondi, apostolic delegate to 
the United States. 

The principal Episcopal services were 


held in Bethlehem chapel of the Wash-: 


ington cathedral at Mount St. Alban at 
4 o'clock, Bishop James E. Freeman 
preaching the sermon. Eventide serv- 
ices were held by the Community Bible 
Readers League on the Monument 
grounds from 5 to 6 o'clock. 

The National Zoological park re- 
ceived its usual share of Easter visitors.

Device: ls Held Essential for 
Fliers as Lesson From 
McClellan Escape. 


/BACK PARACHUTE ASKED 


Important changes in flying equip 
ment in the naval air service are likely 
as the result of the hazardous escape 


phen A. McClellan, marine corps re- 
serve officer, who leaped to safety with 
@ parachute when his machine crum- 
pled beneath him at an altitude of 
several thousand feet. 

Naval authorities are considering rec- 
ommendations that the naval air sta- 
tion at Anacostia be equipped with a 
sea sled for the rescue of fliers who 
fall into the Potomac river, and that 
the use of the back type of parachute 


be made compulsory in all high-speed 
planes of the naval service. These sug- 
gestions have been made by Lieut. Mc- 
Clellan to members of the bureau of 
aeronautics, it was learned yesterday, 
and pressure is being brought upon 
ranking naval officials for their im- 
mediate adoption. f 

Marine and navy officers who saw 
the collapse of the plane are agreed 
that if Lieut. McClellan had used the 
seat type parachute he probably would 
have been killed. The freedom of 
movement affordd in emerging from 
the cockpit, the protection given by 
the back type of parachute when the 
aviator was thrown violently against the 
rear part of the machine, as well as 
the fact that the pack of silk was not 
torn off on the side of the plane, were 
advanced as reasons for the superiority 
of the back type parachute. 

Lieut. McClellan remained in the 
water about fifteen minutes after fall- 
ing into the Potomac before a motor- 
sailer could reach him. Authcrities 
pointed out that the same situation 
would have been serious to an injured 
man, and that help could be brought 
speedily through employment of a flat- 
bottomed seasled with a speed be- 
tween 50 and 75 miles an hour. Rec- 
ommmendations for adoption of essen- 
tial safety equipment are being active- 
ly furthered by Lieut. McClellan.

OF TESTING 


METHODS 
HEARING. 


HE old method of testing hearing 

was far from satisfactory. It con- 

sisted in striking a tuning fork 
and then holding it at varying dis- 
tances from the ear. This was supple- 
mented by holding a watch at varying 
distances from the ear. The estimate 
of hearing was based on the distance 
at which the sound ceased. 

At the present time these cruder 
methods have been supplanted by 
methods that are more scientific. There 
are devices by which the sound made 
is scientifically regulated and the 
method of registering the tested per- 
son's response is improved. The sound 
ig regulated as to intensity, volume and 
pitch. 

The person under test is told to hold 
an earpiece against one ear with one 
hand and to use the other hand to 
signal, by means of light, when he be- 
gins to hear and when he ceases. The 
operator turns a dial which throws 
sound of a given pitch on to the wire. 
The person under test signals that he 
hears. The operator turns another knob 
which causes the sound to fade away 
at a steady rate. When the sound is 
no longer heard a button is pressed and 
the signal light goes out. The operator 
records on a chart the point at which 
the sound was no longer heard. 

The next step is a repetition of the 
first, except that the bass sound is 
replaced by one of higher pitch. This 
is repeated with sounds of different 
pitches up to twelve in number. 


IMPROVED 


The tests are repeated on the other 
ear. The marks on the chart are con- 
nected up by lines; the figures are cor- 
rected by means of a table. The aver- 
ages are calculated by a few simple, 
arithmetical computations and _ the 
testing is complete. The chart, when

finished, shows the acuteness of the 
hearing of each ear, with sounds of all 
degress of intensity from deep basses 
to high sopranos. 

The chart on which all of this is 
plotted has a curve which shows what 
is regarded as total loss of serviceable 
hearing. Deafness due to catarrhal ear 
trouble gives a curve of a certain kind; 
that due to nerve trouble a curve of 
another kind; still other varieties 
deafness, curves of still other types. The 
nature of a curve of a given case of 
deafness points to the general type of 
hearing device that would help the 
hearing of that person. 

A simpler machine is used to test the 
hearing in the same general way. This 
simpler machine does not make a dia- 
gram for record purposes as does the 
first one. \ 


A third machine is one designed for 
use in schools and in other groups sim- 
ilar to a school group. It can be used 
to test the hearing of 40 persons simul- 
taneously. Forty persons sit, each with 
an earpiece to his ear. Before him 
lies a sheet of paper ruled for a record 
of four tests. The machine is started 
up. A woman’s voice calls off 24 num- 
bers. She starts with a loud tone; for 
12 numbers the tone loses force. Then 
it becomes loud; and then fades away 
again. 

The pupil writes down each number 
he hears in the proper column. Now 
the record goes through the same pro- 
cedure, but a man’s voice gives the 
numbers. At the conclusion of the test 
the pupil writes in the answers to a 
few questions about pain in the ear, 
noises, and running from the ears; signs 
his name and grade, and hands in the 
record. The records are passed on by 
the examiner. 

If any child is found to be markedly 
deaf his hearing may be more closely 
examined by individual tests and the 
methods given above.

SELECTED BY LOT 


Mecklenburg Candidates in 
Tie, Parliament Acts 
Sot May Eat. 


Berlin, April 17 (By A. P.)—-Choosing 
a cabinet minister by lot is a political 
innovation of the German free state of 
Mecklenburg. 

When the socialist-democratic coall- 
tion government, headed by Premier 
Paul Schroeder, stumbled over the bud- 
get bill and failed to obtain a vote of 
confidence, the Mechlenburg parliament 
reassembled to. choose a new.cabinet by 
the prescribed method of voting. 
Schroeder was reelected by a vote of 25 
to 24, as was also the minister of 
finance, Ash. When the position of 
minister of education came up for vote, 
three ballots resulted in a tie between 
the democratic incumbent, Moeller, and 
the candidate of the right, Stammer. 
The salons of Mecklenburg, finding that 
meal hour was well advanced, yet duly 
mindful of their responsibility to their 
constituents, decided to cast lots. 
Moeller won.

Episcopalian parishes in the diocese 
of Washington will hold their annual 
election of wardens and vestrymen to- 
day. Each congregation will name two 
wardens and eight vestrymen. These 
will elect a registrar, a treasurer and 
delegates to the diocesan convention. 

The “registered voters” in the diocese 
of Washington are required to assemble 
in their respective parish churches on 
Monday after Easter and elect wardens 


and vestrymen for the management of 
parish affairs during the coming year. 

When suffrage for women became a 
fundamental part of American gov- 
ernment the “vestry acts’’ were amend- 
ed to permit women to vote. Now 
women in nearly half of the parishes 
in the diocese vote.

The custom of holding the annual 
election of vestrymen dates back to 
1692 when a law was passed in Mary- 
land directing that it be held on 
Easter Monday. Included in the dio- 
cese of Washington are the District of 
Columbia and Montgomery, Prince 
Georges, Charles and St. Marys coun- 
ties of Maryland.

Safeguards for men working on oll 
derricks is the subject of an investi- 
gation by H. C. Miller, associate petrol- 
eum engineer of the bureau of mines, 
it was announced yesterday.

LIVING CROSS FEATURES 
WALTER REED MEETING 


Col. John I. Axton, U. S. Army 
Chaplain, Scores Cynics 
in Sermon. 


Sunrise yesterday found more than 
8,000 persons gathered to do homage to 
Christ the risen Savior. 

More than 3,000 attended the fourth 
annual Easter sunrise service held une 
der the auspices of the Washington 
Federation of Churches at Temple 
Heights, the proposed site of a new 


Masonic temple, which had been loane 
ed for the occasion by the grand lodge, 
F A. A. M. Secretary of the Navy Wile 
bur presided. 

A living cross of 300 members of the 
hospital personnel, massed on the ter- 
race, added to the impressiveness of 
Easter services in the garden amphie- 
theater of the Walter Reed general 
hospital. 

Five thousand persons thronged 
the hospital grounds for the exercises, 
believed to be the first of the kind 
ever held on a government reservation. 
Gay Easter frocks, bearing sharp con- 
trast to the uniforms of soldiers and 
nurses, mingled in the crowded amphie 
theater. 

Easter music by “Pershing’s Own”. 
United States army band, and singing 
by a huge massed choir, led by Rober 
E. Pogue, was followed by the sermon, 
by Col. John T. Axton, chief of chap- 
lains of the United States army. . 

The Saducees of biblica] times, the 
first to cast doubt on the resurrece 
tion, are still with us, Col. Axton told 
his audience. 

“They are the cynical type,” he 
said. “They know the price of every- 
thing and the value of nothing. They

Col. Axton paid tribute to the nurses 
and members of the medical corps, who, 
he said, are sacrificing their lives “for. 
the men for whom the world war has 
not ended.” 

The living cross, designed by Chap- 
lain A. C, Oliver, jr., occupied the slope 
between the main building and the 
bandstand. In length, 150 feet, the 
base was composed entirely of enlisted 
men of the medical detachment, and 
the head and arms were made up of 
members of the arm -nurse corps, ell 
wearing white uniforms. 

The center was a replica of the Amer- 
ican Red Cross symbol, and formed by 
60 Red Cross workers, led by Miss Mar~ 
garet H. Lower, field director of Red_ 
Cross at the hospital. Students of the 
Army School of Nursing and members 
of the occupational and physiotheraphy 
Staffs, in blue uniforms, outlined the 
formation. 

Voices of the speakers were carried 
clearly to all parts of the amphitheater, 
by amplifiers furnished by the army sig- 
nal corps, and broadcast to other thoue 
sands of radio listeners by WRC. 

Prayer was said by Capt. Ernest R. 
Holz, divisional commander of the Sale 
vation Army, scripture reading by the 
Rev. Thomas C, Clark, of the Takoma 
Park Presbyterian church, and benedic- 
tion by Chaplain Oliver, who arranged 
the services.
